“You will recall," he sald, “that the re-
publicana havé had two telling chances at
ms, and on this oceasion 1 would sesk one
At them., In dealing with the thame of
“Problems of Government’ I shall andeavor
to injest ehough religion to suit & repu-
lioan and enough politics to curry favor
with a demoerat.’

On Meral Fhase of Subject.

Mr, Bryan stated that primarily It was
his purpose to deal with the moral phase
of the subject. He regarded the cultiva-
tiop of the moral olement as & paramount
issue and declared that history supportes
his contention that moral decay had pro-
osded the ruin of eur: pation that had
fallen.

“A natlon,"” sald llr. Bryan, “is strong
only In proportion to Its moral excellence,'

He declared that the present administra-
tion bad developed a tendency to amend
God's holy ordinances “Thou sbalt not
steal,” “Thou shart mot kill,” *““Thou shait
not covel'" by adding an apologetio clause,
“Bave whed done on & vory large scale.”

Reference was made to the Philippine
qutstion and the conduot of the American
soldlery In suppressing Lhe <4nsurrection.
